A year’s production of toma­ 
toes was endangered by a gas 
utility giving less than a week’s 
notice to a canning firm last 
year, Warren Spangle complain­ 
ed. Spangle, speaking as execu­ 
tive vice president of the Indi­ 
ana Canners Association and of 
the Indiana Meatpackers Asso­ 
ciation, said a meat packing 
frim at Columbus had tons of 
meat endangered by the same 
sort of short notice cutoff. 
He suggested the State Public 
Service Commission be given 
more power to regulate gas 
utilities. 
Spangle said the canner had 
only six weeks to put up a 
year’s supply of food and was 
told eight days before its pro­ 
duction run, that there would be 
a 25-day cutoff of gas. 
David Davis of the Indiana 
Petroleum Council pointed out 
that the canner was on an inter- 
ruptible service contract, and 
know' it was subject to such cut­ 
offs. 
The new head of the Gover­ 
nor's Energy Committee, Wil­ 
liam J. Watt, said several can­ 
ning and meat packing firms 
encountered the problem of 
short notices at the same time 
from one gas utility and the 
governor’s office stepped in and 
helped. 
“Since that time, we’ve gotten 
a lot better cooperation out of 
that company. We’re getting a 
better level of cooperation out 
of all the utilities than we had 
then,” he said. 
Watt explained that until last 
year, many firms with the 
lower-cost interruptible gas con­ 
tracts never had been inter­ 
rupted.

House Passes 
Repeal Of Ban 
On Phosphate

INDIANAPOLIS (UP!) — The 
Housfrfjassed repealer of Indi­ 
ana’s first-in-the-nation zero ban 
on phosphate laundry detergents 
apparently will be assigned to 
a Senate committee foe who has 
promised, however, to give it 
“a full hearing.” 
The House, by a vote of 55-43 
passed a bill introduced by 
Reps. Edward E. Goble, D- 
Batesville, and Thomas D. Cole­ 
man, R New Castle, af’er a 
lively debate in which Goble 
charged the ban law “is the 
most violated law in the state 
of Indiana since Prohibition.” 
An hour later, Senate Presi­ 
dent Pro Tam Phillip E. Gut­ 
man told a news conference “I 
have a tendency to be reason­ 
ably consistent. It was assigned 
to Environment and Ecology 
last time. If the phosphate bill 
is, in essence, the phosphate 
bill, I believe one might specu­ 
late that I would again assign 
it to that committee. If it was 
the same bill it was before, it 
will go back to that commit­ 
tee.” 
The Senate Environment and 
Ecology Committee is headed 
by Sen. Marlin McDaniel, R- 
Riehmond, who last session 
worked diligently to defeat the 
repeal of the phosphate ban. 
However, McDaniel earlier said 
that if Gutman does assign the 
bill to his committee, “it will 
have a full hearing. I won’t do 
anything to impede it.

Salt W alther is a big, good- 
looking kid out of Dayton, Oho, 
the kind you can’t help liking 
right away. 
His father, George Walther, 
Sr., is president of the Dayton- 
W alther firm, an outfit which 
does $300 million a year making 
wheels and other equipment for 
trailer trucks, but the 26-year- 
old Salt, whose square name is 
David, never cared to be just 
another rich m an’s son. 
He preferred working for a 
living and making it on his own 
and he appreciated the respon­ 
sibility he had been entrusted 
with when chosen to drive the 
snazzy 
McLaren-Offy 
his 
fa­ 
ther’s firm put up the money 
for in last year’s Indianapolis 
500. 
There wasn’t much left of the 
car after it was bumped by 
another one and burst into a 
tremendous 
ball 
of 
fire 
last 
May 28. 
Not Much Left 
There 
really 
wasn't 
that 
much left of Salt Walther. 
He was burned so seriously, 
he spent two month1- 
at the 
University 
of 
Michigan’s spe­ 
cial Bum Center in Lansing, 
Mich. 
He had to have skin grafts 
over the entire back of both, 
legs. All his finger-tips 
were 
burned off “I don’t have to do 
my nails now” —and the thumb 
of his left hand eventually was 
amputated.

required a skin graft of its own 
and his left hand was cooked 
practically to the bone.

Driving on icy roads demands a new 
technique in handling a car. Rush Coun­ 
ty very rarely experiences weeks of snow- 
S 
acked cold. These past days our roads 
ave had ice over snow, so driving a car 
on most roads becomes as hazardous as 
driving a car on an ice skating rink. 
There are many safety precautions 
that can be taken. . , . Driving on nail 
studded snow tires adds security. Lim­ 
iting speed to 10 miles an hour helps. If 
your wheels start to spin or deflect from 
the center of the road, NEVER put on the 
brakes. Don’t try to turn the wheels 
quickly . . . but gently accelerate and 
attempt to keep a steady course that will 
slowly bring the car back into the center 
of the road. 
The use of brakes is particularly haz­ 
ardous if you have power brakes. The 
brakes can lock the wheels into a rigid 
position. One of the first driving lessons 
the roommate taught the boys when they 
were attempting to drive a ’49 Ford on 
ice was the danger of quick movements. 
He had them brake quickly and the car 
made a quick turn about, into the re­ 
verse direction. More pressure on the 
brake meant that the car did a complete 
circle on ice. If you watched the news on 
TV last week, you saw a movie made of 
driving on Highway 465 circling Indian­ 
apolis. Some cars were stalled from lack 
of gasoline, others had slipped off the 
road, but one “Beetle” (V-Wagon) did a 
complete reversal on the icy highway. 
The lesson came through loud and clear. 
Play safe . . . don’t drive. 
Jack Brown, who teaches driver train­ 
ing, suggests several safety rules. One is 
to drive slowly and make no quick move­ 
ments in driving He suggests releasing 
the clutch when you come to a curve or 
a railroad track. He feels that with the 
clutch released, the brake can be applied 
gently with safety. 
Our daughter-in-law was told to keep 
one set of tires on the berm . . . in snow 
. . . as the traction from the rough snow 
would prevent skidding. 
If you do end up in a snow drift, stay 
with your car . . . but don’t run the 
heater! This is certainly a temptation 
when the chill factor drops to a minus- 
17, but if the car is in a snow drift, the 
muffler is usually covered with snow and 
all the fumes from the exhaust come into 
the car with deadly results. If you run 
the heater, open the window for ventila­ 
tion . . . or run the heat for a few min­ 
utes, then turn off the motor at intervals. 
If you do drive, prepare for an emer­ 
gency by wearing heavy boots or galosh­ 
es. you may be forced to walk to a tele­ 
phone. Don’t depend on a passing mo­ 
torist or truck driver for help . . , they 
may or may not locate a wrecker, or re­ 
lay the message to the roommate. At any 
rate, waiting for an hour in the car for 
a wrecker is no fun . . . neither is walk­ 
ing in 6 inches of snow for a half mile 
to a telephone! Carry in your car a flash­ 
light with a flasher attachment to at­ 
tract help. If you have a “stick shift” 
car, you can “rock” the car safely when 
your car wheels start spinning. That is, 
you can go forward and back to gain 
traction. This can be done in this type 
car without ruining the transmission. If 
the car has an automatic shift, such a 
practice was not advised by our local au­ 
tomobile dealer.

The reason, not surprisingly, 
is the energy crisis. 
At Nairobi, the faint outline 
of the new monetary system 
emerged. 
It 
included 
mech­ 
anisms to keep the balances of 
payments of America, Europe 
and Japan in rough equilibri­ 
um, to prevent anything like 
the huge U.S. deficit of the late 
1960s from recurring. 
An Artificial Currency 
Another 
plank 
was 
the 


replacement of the dollar as the 
key international currency by 
the 
Special 
Drawing 
Right 
(SDR)—an 
artificial 
currency 
backed by golds, plus a mixture 
of strong currencies such as the 
dollar, deutschmark and yen. 
The United States indicated it 
would agree to this once its 
payments balance returned to 
surplus. With this expected by 
the summer, the IMF set a 
July 31 deadline for the major 
decisions leading to reform. 
There’s been 
a lot of oil 
under the bridge since then. 
When 20 IMF finance ministers 
meet in Rome this week for 
their first review since Nairobi, 
they are expected to scrap the 
July 31 deadline—and some of 
the reforms. 
For one thing, the hope to 
kep payments in balance is 
dead, 
Fourfold 
increases 
in 
Arab 
oil 
prices 
means 
that 
Europe 
and 
Japan will run 
inevitably huge deficits the rest 


of the decade. But America 
already is back in surplus. 


For another, the instability of 
last September, when the dollar 
was 
undervalued, 
has 
been 
replaced 
by 
new 
instability, 
zith the dollar soaring against 
the newly weak European and 
Japanese currencies. 


Speculative Money Market 
To frame a new system now 
is like docking a ship in a 
storm. Economists are wonder­ 
ing what other currencies can 
join the dollar in underwriting 
the SDR. 


Then there is a problem that 
barely existed in Nairobi—what 
to 
do 
with 
those 
Arab 
oil 
profits, Several ideas—like ar­ 
ranging massive Arab invest­ 
ments 
in

and 
guaranteeing them against loss 
—-are being scouted, but so far, 
no one really has an answer. 


Without a good answer, these 
Arab billions might be turned 
loose on the speculative money 
market. And that, as the world 
learned last year, is a recipe 
for chaos.

cells that literally eat germs, 
viruses,

to digest and conquer. 
Another researcher, 
Dr. N. 
Mark Richard of the University 
of Illinois Medical Center, is 
exploring how the macrophages 
fight off TB germs in 
par­ 
ticular. When the macrophages 
alone gulp down the TB germs, 
the 
germs 
simply 
keep 
on 


m u l t i p l y i n g 
inside 
the 
macrophage. 
But 
when 
the 
macrophages join forces with 
smaller, white blood celi, then 
the macrophages develop power 
to digest the TB germ s and 
keep them from 
reproducing. 
Dr. Richard’s research, which 
is 
supported 
by the Chicago 
Lung Association, suggests that 
the 
joint 
defense 
action 
is 
triggered 
by some 
kind 
of 
chemical messages or cell-to- 
cell contact. 


“ If you 
can 
determ ine 
by 
cellular structure which people 
will have trouble fighting off 
TB." Dr. Richards says, “ you 
can 
single 
out 
those 
people 
ahead of time as high risks and 
take steps 
to protect them .” 
Taking a special kind of pill 
can help these high-risk people 
avoid getting the disease.
